Green Meadows Landscaping has been providing the lawncare service for Waterford Township
since 2018. The Department of Public Works has been more than pleased with the work of Green
Meadows over the past five years, and we are asking to give them a pay increase and extend
their contract for the years 2023 through 2026.

Green Meadows won a competitive bid to become the provider for Waterford back in 2018. They
have held their pricing for our community so they could remain our lawn care provider for 2021
and 2022. The rate of inflation will not allow them to continue to do this. Green Meadows recently
was granted the contract in Grand Blanc based on the bid process and their reputation for quality
work.

| have attached the bid documents for Green Meadow’s contract with Grand Blanc that was
awarded to them in March of 2022 (Please see the attached supporting documents at the back of
the packet). Grand Blanc went so far as to approve Green Meadows even though they were not
the lowest bidder based on their reputation for quality work. | would also mention that Grand
Blanc had to terminate the contract of their previous contractor due to poor performance. | want to
make sure that Waterford’s assets continue to get taken care of at a reasonable rate.
